Sheriff helps Glencoe form 
Neighborhood Watch group 


“I want to turn you 
into a nosey neighbors”, 
Gallatin County Sheriff 
Josh Neale said Monday 
night as he opened the 
first meeting of the Glen¬ 
coe Neighborhood Watch 
committee. 

Watch members are 
concerned citizens rec¬ 
ognized by the Sherriff’s 
department. Neale’s de¬ 
partment will perform 
background checks on all 
members and will reject 
any that have outstanding 
warrants. 

In recent weeks, many 
Glencoe residents have 
become concerned about 
unruly juveniles, rundown 
properties and “meth” 
labs found in the city. 

Because of these con¬ 
cerns, Mayor Jim Nantz 
invited Neale to host the 
first Watch meeting at 
the city building where 
the sheriff explained how 
more citizens reporting 


unusual activities can be 
helpful to law enforce¬ 
ment. 

“My department can’t 
do anything about these 
problems unless we know 
about them”, he said. He 
also said the biggest ob¬ 
stacle for watch members 
might be fear of retalia¬ 
tion. 

“But don’t be afraid of 
retaliation,” he said. “In 
my 15 years in law en¬ 
forcement I’ve never seen 
retaliation on citizens. 
Most often it happens to 
informants and those al¬ 
ready involved in crimi¬ 
nal activity.” 

Neale handed out a 
Neighborhood Watch 
Guide that explained how 
to look for and recog¬ 
nize suspicious activity. 
It also explained how to 
report possible crimes to 
the Sheriff’s Department. 
The pamphlet explained 
the key part for the group 


Sparta Post Office hours cut 


At a public meeting 
last Tuesday evening, 
Nov. 12, Sparta residents 
learned the operating 
hours of their post office 
would be cut in half. 

United State Postal 
Service (USPS) official 
Bob Redden told Sparta 
residents that window 
hours at the Sparta Post 
Office will be changed to 
noon to 4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and 8 a.m. 
to 12 p.m. on Saturday. 
Currently, the post office 
is open 7:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. through the week 
and 7:30 a.m. to 10:30 
a.m. on Saturday. 


“Our business is down 
about 50 percent in the 
last ten years,” said USPS 
spokesman David Van Al¬ 
len. “At first, we looked at 
closing some of our post 
offices one day a week but 
we think cutting back the 
hours is a better option.” 

“I hate seeing cutbacks 
at any Sparta business 
but at least the Post Of¬ 
fice will remain open six 
days a week,” said Sparta 
city commissioner Bonnie 
Bond after the meeting. 
“I’m sorry the employ¬ 
ees will be working fewer 
hours but at least they still 
have their jobs.” 


would be to establish fre¬ 
quent meetings in order 
to have good communi¬ 
cation among members. 
“It’s important for a com¬ 
munity to work together 
with police officers and 
each other,” he said. 

Neale also introduced 
assistant County Attorney 
William Ledger. Ledger 
described the details of 
the Castle Doctrine and 
how it was applied in 
Kentucky. This doctrine 
identifies the rights a citi¬ 
zen has when protecting 
his home. 

“This meeting was a 


good start”, said Mayor 
Nantz. But he also said 
he had hoped for a bet¬ 
ter turnout. “We’ll have a 
second meeting after the 
first of the year to move 
this along. We will an¬ 
nounce it early enough so 
more people can get in¬ 
volved”, he continued. 

“Be the best witness 
you can be,” Sheriff 
Neale said as he conclud¬ 
ed the meeting. “Call and 
tell us what you see but 
don’t take action yourself. 
I don’t want people walk¬ 
ing around town packing 
weapons.”

Lawrence 
sentenced 
to two years 

Appeal filed in tax 
evasion conviction 


In front of about 50 
friends and supporters, 
well-known Gallatin 
County attorney Larry 
Lawrence was sentenced 
last Thursday to two years 
and three months in pris¬ 
on for failing to report in¬ 
come to the IRS. 

Besides his Warsaw 
law office, Lawrence also 
has been involved with 
several local businesses 
including Racers strip 
club in Sparta. 

U. S. District Judge 
Danny Reeves also or¬ 
dered Lawrence to pay 
$128,253 in restitution to 
the IRS but he didn’t or¬ 
der him to pay a fine that 
could have been more 
than $200,000. Law¬ 
rence’s sentence was the 
minimum the judge could 
have ordered under feder¬ 
al sentencing guidelines. 

Lawrence said he 
couldn’t comment on the 
verdict or sentence but 
appealed his conviction 
Tuesday. 

He remains free on a 
$30,000 cash bond. He 
has to report to prison by 
March 4, unless the case 
is overturned on appeal. 
His law license has been 
suspended, according to 
the Kentucky Bar Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Last July, a federal court 
jury found him guilty on 
three counts of filing false 
tax returns. At the trial, 
the jury heard testimony 
that Lawrence stockpiled 
cash in his freezer. Fed¬ 
eral agents also seized 
about $800,000 in cash 
they found in his safety 
deposit boxes. Assistant 
U. S. Attorney Elaine Le¬ 
onhard asked the court 


for a three-year prison 
sentence. She claimed 
Lawrence failed to pay 
$156,061.49 in taxes on 
$456,097.29 of income 
from 2003 to 2006. 

After his indictment 
and before his trial, Law¬ 
rence said he kept the cash 
because he didn’t trust 
banks and other financial 
institutions. He also said 
he had broken no laws. 

“The evidence at trial 
established the defen¬ 
dant’s conduct went well 
beyond merely submitting 
false income tax returns,” 
Leonhard said. “Simply 
put, skimming cash was 
the defendant’s business 
model, a model he adopt¬ 
ed in every business ven¬ 
ture he pursed whether it 
was his law practice, his 
strip club or his role as 
landlord.” 

Leonhard accused 
Lawrence of collecting 
cash from women who 
danced at his club by re¬ 
quiring them to put mon¬ 
ey in white envelopes and 
then deliver them to him 
every week. Strippers 
were independent con¬ 
tractors required to pay 
house fees to perform and 
were also required to pay 
parking fees at the club. 

At his trial, Lawrence’s 
attorney, James Kiefer of 
Indianapolis, admitted 
some of his client’s in¬ 
come had not been prop¬ 
erly recorded but blamed 
the mistake on a bookeep- 
er’s error. He also said 
cash Lawrence received 
from the strip club was 
repayment of money he 
advanced to the club and 
therefore was not taxable.

Public education is still failing our students 


Grand Canyon sized gaps in math 
scores. Praise for poorly performing 
schools. Tailed top-down policies. 

The story told by the results from 
Kentucky’s new testing system sug¬ 
gests our public education system’s 
performance is deja-vu-all-over- 
again. 

The jury is still out on how much 
improvement the new Kentucky 
Performance Rating for Educational 
Progress (K-PREP) will offer to im¬ 
prove our schools’ performance. 

Plenty of anxieties remain con¬ 
cerning: 

Learning Gaps 

Statewide, elementaiy and mid¬ 
dle school reading proficiency rate 
gaps between white and black stu¬ 
dents and whites and Hispanics are 
larger than in the previous testing 
system. 

Education analyst Richard Innes 
reports the new K-PREPmath scores 
reveal enormous proficiency gaps 
of at least 30 points between whites 
and blacks in 21 out of 88 Jefferson 
County elementary schools. 

The new numbers reveal tax¬ 
payers, who must shell out $8.4 
billion during the current General 
Fund budget for public schools, 
were duped by previous rosy claims 
from CATS - K-PREP’s predeces¬ 
sor. CATS lowered the bar even as 
the competition for good jobs has 
grown from better educated students 
in China and India. 

That’s the biggest gap of all - 
where our education system is, and 
where our students need to be when 
they search for employment. 

That $8.4 billion budget is a mas¬ 
sive price tag for such large learning 
gaps. 

Huge Grading Curves 

Displeasure with our public 
schools should turn to outrage when 
the public learns that Kentucky’s K- 
PREP seems to be playing an updat¬ 
ed version of “calling evil good.” 

In this case, it’s calling “failure 


distinguished.” 

For instance, two Jefferson County 
schools - Norton and Brandeis El¬ 
emental - had math proficiency rate 
gaps of more than 50 points between 
whites and blacks, yet each is being 
recognized as a “School of Distinc¬ 
tion.” 

Officials claim these schools out¬ 
perform 95 percent of all Kentucky 
elementary schools and will face no 
consequences for leaving their black 
students so far behind. 

“No way do they deserve to duck 
consequences - especially considering 
their performance related to minority 
students,” Innes said. 

Failing to Protect 
Vulnerable Students 

While the Bush administration’s 
No Child Left Behind was yet another 
on the heap of failed big-government 
education programs, it did sift through 
the mire of scores to provide some ac¬ 
countability for the performance of mi¬ 
norities and students with learning dis¬ 
abilities - groups previously ignored. 

But Innes notes that the K-PREP re¬ 
sults - released with little consideration 


for making them more understandable 
for the experts (much less parents) to 
decipher - lump minorities and stu¬ 
dents with learning disabilities into one 
overall calculation. 

As a result, groups once protected 
from being passed over by NCLB ac¬ 
countability again remain in danger of 
being left behind. 

No Charter Schools 
By approving Initiative 1240 on 
Election Day, Washington voters made 
theirs the 42nd state to approve charter 
schools. Kentucky should become No. 
43, especially in light of the continu¬ 
ing learning gaps exposed by K-PREP. 
Charter schools offer hope for those 
very students most likely to get left be¬ 
hind in traditional public schools. 

On top of denying parents the option 
of choosing a public charter school for 
their children, now the commonwealth 
must endure yet another testing sys¬ 
tem optimistically labeled “Unbridled 
Learning.”

A Paradigm Shift for 
Young Cattle 
Producers 

A paradigm shift is a 
change in your way of 
thinking that doesn’t just 
happen but is driven by 
agents of change. Young 
cattle producers will have 
to deal with these “agents 
of change” in ways that 
we could not have imag¬ 
ined a generation ago. 

Decreased use of 
grain. I believe that, in 
the future, cattle enter¬ 
prises will not be able to 
compete for grain. We 
will have more depen¬ 
dence on forages and 
by-product feeds. Cattle 
cannot compete with 
land-lease prices which 
are being paid by grain 
farmers and there will be 
more pressure to use grain 
for the rapidly increasing 
world population. Young 
producers might want to 
background cattle on for¬ 
ages and by-products so 
that they can spend less 
time in feedlots. We will 
need to select and manage 
cattle so that they can pro¬ 
duce acceptable carcasses 
with less grain. 

Public perception of 
cattle producers. Ani¬ 
mal welfare has become 
the “battle cry” for people 
that oppose animal agri¬ 
culture. We must not only 
continue to produce ani¬ 
mals humanely but now 
we have to show and in¬ 
sure the consuming pub¬ 
lic that we do that. The 
“anti’s” don’t eat meat 
and they are not likely to 
change but we can’t sit 
back and watch them de¬ 
stroy animal agriculture. 
How will you respond 
when you see yourself 
as “animal caregivers” 
but your way of life is at¬ 
tacked and vilified? You 
will need to work on this. 

Dealing with science. 
Good cattle producers 
will, in the future, have to 
have an understanding of 
science that will go well 
beyond what you get in 
high school. You will need 
to have a working knowl¬ 
edge of, not just genetics, 
but genomics, nutrige- 
nomics, etc. These things 
sound difficult but will 
help you take the guess¬ 
work, and some risk, out 


of cattle production. For 
example, we can deter¬ 
mine the genetic make-up 
of cattle and select/breed 
for cattle that carry genes 
for desired traits. Or, we 
might be able to feed and 
manage cattle to regulate 
the genes that they have. 
For example, we might 
be able to “turn on” genes 
that control immunity 
prior to vaccinating and 
shipping feeder cattle by 
feeding particular forms 


of nutrients. 

Financial manage¬ 
ment. I would caution 
young cattle producers 
not to plan on mortgag¬ 
ing your parents’ farm to 
get your start. Lending 
institutions do not want to 
have to foreclose on land 
and homes that have been 
in families for genera¬ 
tions. That happened in 
the 1980’s and was a pub¬ 
lic relations nightmare for 
them. You should be able 
to present a business plan 
and show that you can 
cash flow your operation. 

Finally, you will need 
to be savvy with new 
and emerging technol- 
ogy. Opportunities exist 
for those who adapt to 
change. There will con¬ 
tinue to be good opportu¬ 


nities for young cattlemen 
in the future. You will 
need to be up for the task.

You’ll of¬ 
ten find gifts in local shops 
you won’t find in larger 
stores - like handmade jew¬ 
elry or artisan foods. These 
gifts can add a special touch 
that you just can’t get from 
mass-produced products. 

You don’t have to limit 
your support of small busi¬ 
nesses to just this one day, 
either. Think local year- 
round, and both you and 
your community will ben¬ 
efit even more.
